the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty and the speech by the same sen- 
S-tor in favor of this proposition. Sen- 
ator Morgan declared that the condi- 
tions which called forth the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty had long since passed 
away, and that it was now used by 
England as a menace to the United 
States. He declared England had vio- 
lated the treaty by occupying a part of 
Honduras. 


Senator 
Morgan 
stated that the 


treaty before the senate should 
be 


amended so as to except in 
definite 


terms the Nicaragua canal^and every- 
thing relating to that enterprise. He 
dwelt at length upon this phase of the 
treaty and read from a number of re- 
ports bearing on the subject showing 
the Interest of the United States in 
that part of the continent which the 
senator declared was more vital than 
any treaty that could be made with 
Great Britain. 


Another important amendment was 


offered by Senator Bacon of Georgia 
It provides for a modification of Ar 
tide 8 so as to relieve the southern 
etatos from any obligations that migh 
arise under the bonds issued in tin 
Reconstruction days. The amendmen 
was the result of a conference amont, 
the southern senators who conclude 
that the article as it now stands migh 
render it possible to make these bonds 
when held by subjects of Great Britain 
the object of arbitration.

deafness, his Connecticut accent, and 


somewhat eccentric ways 
Ho wns 


the leading tailor in Portsmouth for 
many years, and one of the best iu his 
day and generation. His place of busi- 
ness was on Front street, iu what is 
now the west portion of the Spring 
Lane Distilling company's establish- 
ment. 
He owned the building, which 


was the first fonr-story building in 
Portsmouth. 
He set the styles and did 


the tailoring for the swell portion of 
Portsmouth's 
masculinity 
till 
his 


death, some time in the seventies. 
% He 


became qnite wealthy, partly through 
his business and partly from receiving 
his share of money from his father's 
estate in New Haven. 
He lost heavily 


by unfortunate investments, and died a 
comparatively poor mau. 
The same 


financial wave 
that 
engulfed 
Mr. 


Bishop left wreck and rniu all through 
the Ohio valley. 
There are poor men 


in Portsmouth today who were rich, or 
at least well to-do, before they gave 
heed to the tones of the siren that cnme 
singing the praises of tho Andes Insur- 
ance company. 
All rernomberj tho 


fatal Andes craze, how it swept the 
river 
towns, and 
pnrticulnrly with 


what loving zeal Portsmouth seemed to 
take it to its heart. 
Everything was 


Andes. 
A new hotel was built and 


called the Andes House. There was 
the Andes saloon, and keepers of gam- 
bling houses strove with each other for 
the privilege of applying the 
prefix 


"Andes" to their gilded play-rooms, 
for those wore ^flush times, and money 
flowed like water. 
A fine Portsmouth 


and Cincinnati packet was built and 
called tho Andes, and the present gen- 
eration of steamboats of that name are 
the legitimate descendants of the old 
Portsmouth Andes. 
Mr. Bishop in- 


vested §10,000 in the Andes Insurance 
company. 
He became an enthusiast 


on the subject, and talked v about little 
else. 


By and by Mrs. O'Leary'a 
cow 


kicked over a lamp in Chicago and 
burned the city. 
The Andes was a 


kind of Western tail to the JEetua, the 
famous . Eastern company, and when 
tho Chicago fire swamped the JEfcua it 
took the Andes along with it. 
The 


failure spread werck and ruin through- 
out tho East and West, Portsmouth 
coming in for her share. 
Mr. Bishop 


was broken up completely. He never 
recovered his fortune, and his health 
failed. 
He died while sitting in a 


chair in the hallway of his residence 
on West Second street. 


Mr. Bishop often spoke of the cir- 


cumstance of his father's having made 
a homespun suit for President Jeffer- 
son. 
Though of homespun, it was 


really a costly suit, costing

l)y Judge Iltraui L. Sil)l<-y. 


Judge M. L. Clark, of Chillicothe, 


after twelve years of faithful service 
on the circuit court bench of this judi- 
cial district, turned over his 
office 


Tuesday to Judge Hiram L. Sibley, of 
Gallia county, the newly-elected mem- 
ber. 
Judge Sibley will enter upon his 


duties next week in Vintou county. 
Tho session in Meigs, Gallia and Law- 
rence counties will follow, and then 
comes Scioto. 


Judge Clark has been a familiar 


figure on the bench iu this district and 
throughout Southern Ohio for a num- 
ber of years. 
At the present time he is 


the oldest practicing lawyer in the 
state. 
His carer has been an interest- 


ing one. Judge Olark was born in 1817 
and was the first child born at Clarks- 
burg, Ross county. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1844, elected prosecuting 
attorney of Ross county in 1845 and 
re-elected iu 1847. 


He was elected as the candidate of 


the Whigs to represent Ross and Picka- 
way counties iu the legislature of 1849; 
he was a member of the convention to 
revise the constitution of the state in 
1873 
and 1874, and in 1884 was elected 


judge of the circuit conrt, re-elected iu 
LSOO; chosen chief justice of the circuit 
court of the state in 1894 and re- 
elected to the same position in 1805. 


It is difficult to estimate the number 


of cases which have come up for the 
consideration of the circuit conrt dur- 
ing those twelve years, but the number 
could not have been less than 8,500.
